likewiſe of Rome,there diedaman.in Rome 


named Pamphylus, who never told any mat- 
ter of truth tn all his life time, bur evermore 
had his chi: fe delight in lying, which cauſed 
the Emperour to give command, that no 
grave ſhonld be granted to his body, but his 
goods were confitcated, his houſe ruined,and 
his wifeanJ chi{dren baniſhed out of Rome, 
tothe end that no memory migiat remaine 
of ſo venimous a beaft. 

If the ſame order were 1mong the Papal 
Frye ftill in force, wee might hope, thar 
either we ſheuld have more Truth-tellers, 
or fewer Lyers : But that cuſtome is now 
aboliſhed, and this vice of Lying raignes 
more among theſe Maffe-monging Prieſts , 
than any people under heaven : Witnefle 
thoſe many lyes which they tell of their 
Saints ; as for exampic: Saint Den the 
eArcopagite, (ſay they) rooke up his head 
after it was ſtricken cf}, and carried it in his 
hand two miles. They ſay further , that

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company did upon his ſonnes ſhirt, and 
Fryer Hervexs upon his Mantie. They goe 


| on, and tel! you, that Saint Nscho/as whilſt 
| keelay in his cradle, faſted Wedneſdayes, 


and Fridayes, on which dayes hee would ne- 
ver ſucke above once. They report more- 
over, that Biſhop Tyjas having killed his 
Cow and his Calfe to entertaine Saint Pa- 
rricke and his company, found both of them 
the next morning feeding in the Meadow. 
They further tell of Saint Dow:nicks Books, 
how they fell into a River , lay there three 
dayes, and ſo meny nights, but were found 
afterward by a Fiſherman , 3nd taken up as 
ary as a feather. They ſay farther, rhat Saint 
Remnala delivered high points of Divinity 
as ſoone as hee was borne, and preſently af- 
ter that hee was baptized , made a learned 
Sermon. They deliver alſe, that Saint /ſar- 
garet being ſwallowed by a Dragon, had no 
ſooner made the ſigne of the Crofle, but the 
Dragon burſt aſunder, and out thee came as 
ſound as a Trout. They fav aifo, that a man 
who never ſaw further than the length of 
his noſe, opening X:viers Tombe, aud rub- 
bing bis eyes with his hand, {traightway re- 
covered his fighr, Yea, they are not aſha- 
med to affirm,that Tgnatine Luyola was rapt

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up into heaven, and faw the holy Trinity 
in three Perſons, and one Effence, and thar 
God ſhewcd him the paterne of the world 
which he layd before him when he made it. 
They report alſo, that Frier Bennet of A-

chigh, beſought S41nt Dominick, that ( 1Ce 
might be reſtored to her limbs agalng; . Fal- 
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ling aſleepe, the thought ſhe ſaw Saint Do- 
minick cloſe by her ., taking from under his 
Cope aftrong ſmelling Oyntment, where- 
with he annointed her thizh. And when ſhe 
asked him what it was, he told her, that it 
was called, T he Oyntment of Love : which 
we may underſtand to be the private fami- 
fiarity which was betwixt them. In the 
time of Pope Panlzs the third, the number 
of Whores which were in his Regiſter , a- 
mounted to forty and five thouſand:and yet 
this was buta ſmall number,compared with 
that which was before this Popes time. His 
Holinefle himſclfe is many rimes given to 
this vice,as we may perceive by the Epitaph 
of Pope Alexander the fixt his daughter, 
which runs after this manner.

The Pope treading upon him the ſecond 
time, ſaid, Et mihi, &- Petro, Both to mee 
and to Saint Peter, Pope Leo the tenth hea- 
ring one of his Cardinals preach, who chu- 
fed his Text out of the New Teſtament, 
burſt forth inco theſe execrable blafphe- 
mous words, O what great Riches have 
wee got by this Fable of Chrilt ? Pope [- 
lirs the third, loving a Peacocke very well, 
and miſling it one time fram his Table , aſ- 
ked where it was ? Anſwer was made, 
That his Phyſicians had given charge hee 
ſhould eate ncne, becauſe it was preju- 
diciall to his health. Hee being moſt blaſ- 
phemouſly bent , preſently replies, Fetch 
mee my Peacocke, Ce diſþetto de Dio, 
When his Cardinals and other followers 
beſought him not to be ſo angry , hee ſtill 
perſevers in his impletie , and anſwers 
them , If God were ſo angry for an Apple, 
as that he caſt our firſt Parents ont of Para- 
Sewnies pes diſe, 
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radiſe, why may not I who am his Vicar be 


thus angry for a Peacock, which is a greater 
matter than an Apple. 

A Prieſt of Lorraine holding a Tix or 
box full of unconſccrated fing:ng Cakes , 
(as they tearme them) ſhuffled rhem toge- 
rher, ſaying, Yce little W horeſons, yee lit- 
tle W horeſons, which of you will be God 
to day ? One praying to our Lady holding 
the yong Babe in her armes ( whom ſo rel;- 
giouſly they adore and worſhip)and having 
received ſuch an anſwer as-pleated him nor, 
by one thar ſtood behind rhe Image, 2nd 
jadging by the voyce rhar it was the Child 
that ſpake, faid, Hold your peace , and let 
your mother ſpeake, whois wiſer than you. 
Yea,they ure not content thus blaſphc mou- 
ſly to abuſe Ged and his divine Word, but 
they mult boaſt alſo of this their Wic- 
kedneſle. 

And arenot (I pray vou) their prayi1ngs 
ro Saints, yea worte than that to ſocks and 
ſtones , ſo many blaſphemyes againſt Gods 
ſacred Majeſty ? Is 1t nota moſt ex*crable 
blaſphemie, to make cur Lady cquall, yea, 
above our Saviour? making him but a Þatfe, 
yea, no Saviour at all, As may appcare by 
theſe verſs following :

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eMary mother of Heavens grate, 
Mother where Mercie hath chiefe place * 

From crucll Foe our Soules defend , RS 
And them recerve when Life ſhall end, 


As alſo ſpeaking of the Crofle in this 
manner : 


All haile, O Croſſe, onr onely hope , 
In thu time of the Paſſion : 

Tacreaſe thou Tuſtice to the Godly , 
And give to Sinners pardon, 


If this be net Blaſphemie in the high- 
eſt degree, I would gladly know what it 
is ? Bur let them take heed and conſi- 
der with whom they have to doe, when 
thus they mocke GOD, even with him 
whoſe eies cannot behold Iniquitie , bur 
will repay the committers thereof, This 
fin of Blaſphemie hath be in all ages pu- 
niſhed in the higheſt degree. Witneffe Lz- 
ci5 , a notorious blaſphemer of Chriſts 
Divinitie , who was devoured wirh Dogs, 
Arrirs had ſuch a looſenefle of belly, that 
hee voided his Intrailess Lewz the ele- 
venth, King of France, beholding cer- 

EE Aa—_ 
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taine Tennis-players, with his Wife, a- 
- mong(t other talke, faid, Hee hoped to 
doe nothing hereafter which ſhould offend 
G OD: which words were no ſooner out 
of his mouth , but hee fell downe ſpzech- 
lefl>, and languiſhing a few houres, died 
in the ſame place. 

Sophacles writeth , That before eAiav 
went to the Siege of Troy, his Father 
counſelled him to ftoht valtantly, but with- 
all , to pray to G OD for viAkorie , where- 
toeAiax anſwered: eAdjnutore Deo, wel 
571nav15 vincere poteſt, Ego ſine Deo, And 
therefore God ſmore him with a Frenzie, 
{o that hee went about the field, ſlzying 
the ſilly Sheepe and Cattell, ſuppoſing thar 
they had beene his Enemies; and when this 
was done, hee kills timſelfe on the point 
of his owne Sword. 

One in an Inne langhing at tnoſe whict: 
ſpoke of Chriſt, offcred to ſol] his ſoute for 
a cup of Wine : one having bought it of 
him , the Devill being among them like a 
Swaggerer, bought it at the ſecond hand, 
and then making chalienge of his vargaine , 
harried him away with him in the ayre, 
after which time he was never ſfeene. 

Certaine Gameſters at Mantua _ 
| orth: 
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coorth into blaſphemy againſt onr bleſſed 
Saviour, their eyes fell on the Table. And 
a Child at Rome not above five yearefof 
age, blaſpheming tbe name of Gud , was 
carried away by the Devill, from betwegne 
his Parents arines. And a Mzrriner at Ra 
gouſe , moſt fearctally tearing and rending 
GOD aſunder with his bloody Oathes, 
fell into the Sea, and was not ſeene, till 
certaine dayes after, thar hee was found 
on the Shore, where lis Bodly was taken 
up Intire and whole, the Torgic onely 
ezcepted. 

And that I may not bee too tedious fn 2 
point ſo evident, wee miy tee it in the 
tivo Popes atore-mentioned, Leo the renth, 
and /z/izs rhethird ; rhe firftoft which be- 
ing over-joyed for a Victory received 
againſt che Frenci, rcveiled three Gayes, 
and ſo mary nights together, and then 
dyed with Drcunkenn:f2 : The larrer of 
them came moſt milezably to a ſhimefull 
end. | 

Sceing then this firne never efcapes n= 
puniſhed , what hope can thoſe Bla{phe- 
mers haye? Orc doe they thinke God is not 
fojut, or more merciful] then heretotore 
hee hath beene ? Doe they thinke hee 
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{icepes , or winkes , and will not ſee their 
Impietiec? Ir is Blaſphemy to rhink either. 
Let them therefore either ainend , or elſe 
Jooke for the like, or more fearefull judge- 
ments. But I have beene (1 feare) too long 
in this point, and thcrefore I will conclude, 
and pray to Goll for theiramendmenr.

a Fooſtoole for him to tread upon, putring 
on Crowns with his foot, and caſting them 
downe with it againe as ſoone as put On , 
and making Kinge, with their wives and

their children, to ſtand three dales together

Their Triple-Crowne alſl is no lefff: an 
Argument of their pride, as is aiſo their 
challenging to themſelves both Ecclefia- 
ſticall and Temporall Authoritic : Even 
Lucifer himſelfe is not more prond than is 
his Holinefſe, who holds out his foot to 
be kifſed by rhe greateſt Monarchs : One 
time as hee was ftretching it our to be 
kiſſed by an Emperour , a Spanieil got 
hold of it, and bitit : And therefore his 
Holinefle loſt the Revercnce at that time g 
which ſhould hive beene done unto him , 
becauſe the Emperour refuſed to kifle that 
place which a Dogge had bitten. Bur 
they will tell you perhaps , that this reye- 
rence is not done to them, but to the 
Crofle which is ſet upoa his Shooe : Bur 
this argues a great deale more pride, i 
that they dare par ſo facred a thing (as the 


hold the Crofle to be ) upon their ſhooc, 


which ſeemes to be but a contemptible , 
and vile place, and not rather in ſome 
more eminent part of the body , as head, 

breaſt , os the likes 


— — ——, - 
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' Their being carried on mens ſhoulders , 
as though the gronnd were not good e- 
nough for them to tread upon, isa moſt 
manifeſt argument, that this Vice doth 
raigne in tnem; and yet ( forſooth ) the 
whole World muſt be guided by them, 
and ſubmit themſelyes to their commands > 
They muſt be ſapreme Bifhops , chiefe 
Lords, greateſt Comptrollers of States; and 


cither all men muſt obey , and ſtoope ar. 


their becke, or elſe out comes a Bull pre- 
fently to excommunicate them , as lately it 
did againſt our late Queene EZlzzabeth, im 
which they pronounce heran Heretick, and 
an alien from the Common-wealth of If- 
rael. Each five-farthing Shaveling muſt be 
reyerenced and obſerved as if he were ſome 
great mani, One of their profeſſion, a Car= 
dinall, made a Feaſt to Eleanor of Arragon, 
wherein were ſo many ſeverall ſorts of 
meats, and dainty Diſhes , that ir laſted for 
the ſpace of ſeven houres :, and leſt his 
onefts ſhonld have beene wearicd, hee cau= 
{ed ſundry Playes to be ated, whileſt they 
were at the Table : And to make his pride 
compleat, hee caufed every Servitour at 
every new Courſe, to come ina new Suite, 
Yet 
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Yet all this is nothing to the pride hee 
ſhewed to bis Concubine Tirefia, for hee 
kept her publikely in fach ſumptuous man- 
ner, that her very ſhooes were {ct full of 
Pearles and precious Scones, Y-t theſe men 
muſt be accounted the onely meeke, hum- 
ble. gentle, and courteous men upon earth : 
bur if theſe things I have reckoned up, 1a- 
vour any thing ot humility , let any <quall 
Arbicratour be Iudge : for mine owne part, 
T cannot ſee that any humble man will exalt 
-— above his Superiours , as the Pope 
doth. 

W hen eLugnſiine the Monke was ſent 
Into Britaine from Rome, to teach the 
Britaines Chriſtianitie , it is written , that 
the B:itames went firſt to a certaine holy 
and wiſe man ( which liveth an Anchorites 
life) to aske his Counſell, Whether they 
ought at eLuſtens Preaching and Exhortz 
tion, to leaye their Traditions er not ? 
The Anchorite replies, If hee be a man of 
GOD, follow him. But how ſhall we 
prove (ſay ihey) that he isa man of G6 O D ? 
'The Anchorite anſwered, If hee be milde 


and humble of heart , then hee is a man of 


GOD; If curſt and proud , hee is not of 
= GOD, 
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GOD, neither muſt you much eſteeme his 
words. They inquire how they might 
know , whether he were protid or no? If 
(quoth he) when you come neere him, he 
ariſe courteouſly, and ſalute you, then think 
him to be a Servant of Chriſt, and ſo heare 
him, and obey him : If he Geſpiſe you, and 
will not vouchſife to riſe at your preſence , 
let him likewiſe be diſpifed of you. They 
goe to him, where they find him ſet in his 
Chaire, but ſtirred not : which, when they 
faw, forthwith waxing wrath, they noted 
bim of Pride; and therefore endeavoured 
to thwart and gainſay whatſoever hee pro 
poſed : and ſo the preaching of the Geſpell 
was put of, till a man of better temper 
ſhould come, 

Thus in part have we ſcene the pride and 
the arrogancie of theſe Shavelings, in ſome. 
fmall manner laid open to 
may ſay as one ſaid in anothes caſe: Though 
I hada thouſand mouthes,and every mouth 
ſo many tongues; though I had a Stentorian 
voice, which would never faile, yer were 
IT not able to reckon up the one halfe of 
their pride,

; and ſoan end: And firſt con- 
 cerhing their Demy-God, the 
Pope : When Leo the tenth

you made me ſuch a one as lam. They de- 
manding of him what he meant thereby, he 
anſwers, Becauſe you made me Pope : for 
It Is not Poſſible to be both a Pope and an 
honeſt man. 

W hen certaine asked Pa/quiz , what in- 
Jury had beene done him, becauſe he loo- 
ked nor #fter his accoſtomed manner ; bath 


_ apy man called chee Thiefe, Murderer, Poy-

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oner , or the like ? Hee anſwered , Ohno, 
but they bave called me worſe. W hat? hath 
anv man called thee Sacrilegious perſon, 
or Bngzerer, Parricide, or Atheif 2 Oh no, 
(faith hee) but they have cailed me worſe, 
In the end, bring often requeſted :o utrer 
his griefe,breathing out many ſighes, with, 
Alas, alas, hee ſaid, they had called him 
TEE. | 
Huldebrand poyſoned ſcven or eight 
Popes, that hce migne come to the Pope- 
dome. : 

Pope Toan was taken for Pope John, till 
ihe was dctivered of her great bclly , ſince 
whicn time they have gotcen a boctoml: le 
Chaire, through which they were wont to 
ſearch ihe Popes humaniti:.

and therefore we will doe it: If need be, 
we can goe to him , and get a Pardon, and 
when we have done, fin againe, and get a 
Pardon ; and at our death give but fo 
much to a devout Monke, to ſay ſo ma- 
ny Dirges, and chaunt ſo many Maſfles, 
and wee ſhall be in as happy an eftate as

Heace come thoſe many Powder plots, 
Poyſons , Poniards, Gunnes , Inquiſitions, 
Croyſadoes, Rackes, and a thouſand more 
ſach devilliſh things, invented by the Pope 
and his Monkes, and put in praftife by your 
Laity.

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prefling Friers and Monkes did ſo domi- 
. neere In England in the Raigne of Kirg 
Henrie the third, that a Cardinall 121d the 
Pope, that England was to the Pope like 
Balaams Aﬀe, which being ſo often wron- 
ged, ſpurre- galled, and endgelled, it was 
RO marvell if at lergth ſhee opened her 
mouth to complaine : And as for theme 
ſelves and their Romane Court, they were 
like unto 1/m4e/, every mans hand was 
againſt them , and theirs againſt eyery 
man. 

In the fame Kings Raigne , Edmund 
Arch-biſhop of Canterbury , weary of his 
life here in bis owne Country of Engiand, 
by reaſon that hee could not redrefſe nor 
ſupprefle the Popes deteſtable exattions , 
and oppreſſions, made choile of a volun- 
tary exlic ar Pountney in France , where 
hee died with honeur and opinion of a 
Saint. 

A Senator of Rome faid to S5//a , that 
vaunted of himſclfe in the Scrate : How 
can you be a good man, that havirg tit- 
tle or nothing left ycu by ycur Father , yet 
in fo ſhort a time are beccme exceeding 
rich ? So may wee fay to the Popes Hoh- 
nefie 
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nefle, vaunting and beaſting, that hee is a- 
bove Kings and Emperours. How can you 
be a good man, who having (as you pre- 
tended) little or nothing , but went about 
begging the benevolence of good charita- 
ble people, yet now are raiſed to that ho 
noar and dignitie , that you ſer your ſelves 
above your Superiours? And we may fay 
of all Papiſts in generall : That they arro- 
gate to themſelves the glorious name of 
Catholiques , and brand their oppoſites 
with the odious name of Heretiques, as 
certaine Heathen in old time called them- 
ſelves Deiſts, and all men elſe Atheilts : 
and as the Turke at this day, who will 
needs be the erue CMp/el/mar, and all the 
world beſide Pagans. But, this their Ca- 
tholique Religion, is nothing but Catho- 
lique corruption ; and Catholique Papiſts , - 
 Catholique Heretzques. 

I will now draw towards a Concluſion , 
give mece leave onely to ſpeake a little of 
Rome, and ſo an end : In ancient times, 
e Hd. eAurclins ſaid of Rome, that it was 
the head of vices: O Rome withont Rome, 
which now art become Stewes of vices : 
not without teares (quoth hee) I ſay , _ 
there 
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there was never any Romane Captaine, 
thar killed ren thouſand Afiyrians , with 
the weapons that hee brought into Afia, 
but hee loſt an hundred thouſand Romanes 
with the vices they brought tro Rome, Thy 
walles are carried a great height, but thy 
vertues very low : Shee braggeth of the 
number of her Inhabitants, but may rather 
weepe , that her vices be mere withour 
compariſon ; In one moneth a man may 
number the ſtones of her ſtately Buildings, 
but not in many yeares her lewd manners2 
O curſed Rome, curſed thou haſt beene, 
art, and wilt be: As by thy Tyrannie 
thon haſt made thy ſelfe Lady of Lords, 
ſo the rime will come, when chou with 
Taftice ſhalt returne to bee Servane of 
Servants. 

The like Sentence another gave of Rome, 
who told the Senators, that hee came out 
of ſtrange Countries onely to ſ-e Rome, 
and now he found it without Rome: If my 
Indgement(faith he)deceive me not,either 
theie be not Romanes of Rome, or elſe this 
15 not Rome of the Romanes.
